Mayor’s Plan to Evade Bonded 
Debt Law, May Nullify 
Property Title.

MISHAWAKA, Ind., Feb. 10.—Should 
the plaintiffs in the suit against the 
city of Mishawka win in the present 
contest, this city may lose its handsome 
$50,000 City Hall, a modern jail, a well- 
appointed fire station, and its paid de- 
partment system 

Citizens are suing Mix, the 
members of the City and the 
men appointed by the Chief Executive 
to serve as directors and incorporators 
of the Mishawaka Public Utilities Co., 
a corporation formed to take over the 
city waterworks plant and the munici- 
pal lighting and power-developing sta- 
tion, in order to permit the city to car- 
ry out the ideas of the Mayor and City 
Council, and provide a City Hall, only 
about half of which is being used. 

The municipality having reached the 
limit of its indebtedness, a special bill 
was railroaded through the Legislature, 
and this now is said to be class iegisla- 
tion. William FE. Miller, president of 
the Mishawaka Paper and Pulp Co., and 
a score of other well-Known men, are 
the plaintiffs in the suit, and the sale of 
the property was in violation of the 
laws of the State; that the city had no 
right to sell; that not 1 cent was re- 
ceived by the City Treasurer from the 
transaction; that the city is paying all 
the bills for the operating and mainten-

TRAINER SAYS

Negotiate ‘To Make Mare - 
Stop in Race.”’

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Out of 
forcible seizure of the Memphis gold 
cup, valued at $3000, from Elmer E. 
Smathers, a multimillionaire turfman, 
who obtained the trophy from the Mem- 
phis Trotting Association in 1904 by de- 
feating the great Lou Dillon with his 
horse, Major Delmar, there promises to 
come one of the greatest turf scandals 
the countryj/ has ever known. 

Threats flew thick and fast today. Ac- 
cording to one side, the civil proceed- 
ings against Smathers for the recovery 
of the cup and damages will be followed 
by criminal prosecution on the charge 
that he and several other persons con- 
spired to drug the mare, Lou Dillon, 
before the race, and that it was by 
drugging her that Major Delmar was 
able to defeat her and take the trophy. 
Mercury is said to have been used. 


Says Plotted to Ruin Him. 


On the other hand, Smathers said to- 
night that several men well known on 
the turf had plotted to ruin him, and 
that they would stop at nothing to ac- 
complish their purpose. 

John J. Adams, of McIntyre & Adams, 
counsel for Smathers, asserted that C. 
K. G. Billings, the owner and driver of 
Lou Dillon, was behind the suit against 
his client and that Murray Howe, who 
acts as complainant for the Memphis 
Trotting Association, is in the employ 
of Billings. 

“We mean to get that cup back or 
know the reason why,’’ said Mr. Adams. 

“And if some of these people do not 
go to jail before we get through they 
will be lucky indeed.”’ 

The sifit against Smathers is for the 
recovery of the cup and $500 damages 
to cover the period of its alleged re- 
tention. Murray Howe was secretary 
and treasurer of the Memphis Trotting 
Association at the time of the race in 
the fall of 1904. 

The action is based on affidavits made 
by Hdward Sanders and George Spear, 
both well known drivers on the Grand 
Circuit. At the time of the alleged 
drugging of the mare Lou Dillon, Spear 
was at the head of the Smathers har. 
ness stable as trainer and driver. At 
the same time Millard Sanders, a 
brother of Edward, was acting in a 
similar capacity for Billings and was 
the trainer of Lou Dillon. 


Sanders’ Statement. 


Here is what Sanders said 
oath: 

“I met Spear at the Lexington (Ky.) 
races early in October, 1904. I had a 
talk with him there about the race for 
the Memphis cup, which was to be 
trotted on Oct. 18. I knew Spear was 
employed by Smathers at the time we 
were talking. He said something to me 
about fixing Lou Dillon so that she 
could not win the race, and I said it 
might be done for about $10,000. Spear 
came to me later and told me thet the 
boss (Smathers) thought my price too 
high."’ 

Sanders said he broke off negotiations 
with Spear and conferred with Smath- 
ers himself. Concerning this negotia- 
tiation, he said in his affidavit: 

“t hooted «t him for imagining that 
he had a possible chance of beating Lou 
Dillon with Maj. Delmar. Then, with 
a laugh, he asked me if something coulda 
not be done to stop the mare in the 


race. I answered: 
‘“*¥es, if you will hand the 


money.’ 

“J told him further that he did not 
have a ghost of a chance of beating 
Lou Dillon unless something was done 
to stop her. Smathers then asked me 
if I could do the trick—that is, deliver 
the goods so as to make it look like a 
good horse race, He wanted a race all 
right, but wanted it fixed so he could 
be sure of winning.

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John Brady, the Female Impersonator, Piano 
Player in Low Resorts and Waiter in Res- 
taurant, Confesses That He Stabbed 
Nearly a Score of Women—Says Impulse 
Was Irresistible. 
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HE ILLUSTRATES HOW 
HE ATTACKED WOMEN

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‘‘I Did It,’*” He Calmly Says When Confronted 
by His Accusers—His Mother Finds Ex- 
cuses for Her Offspring—Stabber Says 
He Found Pleasure in Inflicting Pain on 
Girls. 


The Stabber, normally a_ restaurant worker by day, a 
barroom balladist, singing in falsetto voice by night, who ran like 
a Malay amuck through crowds of. home-going women, his knife 
striking them down, gleefully confesses his strange crimes and will 
be tried on the legal charge of assault to do great bodily harm, 

Convicted, his punishment might be 10 or 20 years in the Peni- 
tentiary. 2 

Unashamed and remorseless he says he had an uncontrollable 
desire to stab women, to himself unexplainable and not needing 
explanation. 

His mother was stabbed six months before he was born. Her 
life has been one of sorrow and of cruelty endured; the son’s lite 
one of personal pleasure and injury «inflicted. : 

He is 22 years old, John Brady by name, sometimes John Sulky 
to avoid his father whom his mother felt obliged to leave two years 


ago. 

At police headquarters yesterday the Stabber brazenly confronted half a 
dozen of the fourteen women and girls he had stabbed Jan. 22, and Miss Adele 
Flaherty, whom he stabbed Jan. 145, insolently watched their nervous features. 
while they were identifying him after his arrest early yesterday morning at the 
room of one Louisa Grey at 237 North Fourteenth street. Me talked to the 
women he had attacked with an assumption of intimacy and unconcernedly 
held his knife in his left hand and illustrated how he had tortured them. | 

Leering into their faces he waited for them to say that he was the man 
who had attacked .them, and when they said he was he smiled and mumbled: 

‘Phat’s right: I did it.”’ ’ 

This self-confessed stabber of innocent women, who gives pain to others for 
his own pleasure, is proud of the notoriety which he gains by his arrest for a 
series of atrocious crimes. 

“I'm him,” he says to his questioner s, throwing back his head and grinning. 
While impressions of his thumb and finger were being taken in the Bertil-. 
room at Four Ceurts yesterday afternoon he smiled all the time. :

Miss Kehringer said. that The Stab- 
ber aimed his knife at her breast, but 
she warded off the blow with her hand, 
which was, slightly wounded. 

Miss Cora Davis of 1714 Locust street, 
an employe of Mever Bros. and be- 
lieved to be the first woman attacked 
by The St2bber, called at Four Courts 
and talked to Brady. He admitted that 
he had stabbed her. 

Miss Grace M. Oglesby of 326 Wash 
street called at Four Courts Saturday 
afternoon and confronted The Stabber. 
Miss Oglesby was attacked on Wash- 
ington avenue between Ninth and 
Tenth streets. 

‘He looks like the man,’ she_ said, 
as she gazed at Brady. ‘He ‘si the 
same size and the same build. I believe he is the man. 
he kept running and [ did not get a good look at him.’ 

Miss Lydia Heddesheimer, 17 years old, of 717 Mound street, who was 
stabbed at Twelfth and Washington avenue while leaving the Hanlon Millinery 
store on the night of Jan. 22, saw Brady last night and said she believed he 
was The Stabber, though she had not seen the face of the man who cut her. 
Brady acknoledged tthat he stabbed Miss Heddescheimer. 

Early yesterday morning Brady was taken to the establishment of the Rich- 
ard Hanlon Millinery Co. Employes of that concern caught and held him the 
evening of Jan. 22. 

Standing in various postures, he was subjected to close scrutiny. The re- 
sult was that Walter Klie, Bugene McKenna, son of Lieut. Patrick McKenna of 
Four Courts Station. W. F. Dailey and Julius Scheske declared without hesi- 
tation or doubt that he was the same man they had caught and held after his 
attack on Mrs. Young in front of the store. 

John Lovett of 1105 South Seventh street, a letter carrier, identified Brady 
as the man who was captured and later turned loose by a crowd at Thirteenth 
and Washington avenue. He said that he walked down the Street with the 
young man after his captors released him and he was sure it was Brady. 


WOMEN FEEL RELIEVED AT ARREST OF THE STABBER. 

Miss Rita Martin, aged 19, of ili2 Leonard avenue, employed as a. stenog- 
rapher in the Roe Building, one. of the women injured by The Stabber, prob- 
ably expressed the feelings of feminineSt. Louis when she told yesterday after- 
noon of her relief over the capture of the confessed Stabber. 

Miss Martin’s present physical condition, bordering aseit does on nervous 
collapse, is the direct result, her friends believe, of the constant strain and ap- 
prehension under which the women of St. Louis have spent their days and 
nights since Jan. 2, the date of the wholesale stabbings. 

Ty those who felt the pangs of The Stabber’s knife the journeys to and 
from work have been particularly terrifying. That a man of The Stabber’s 
intent was at large for 18 days with minute descriptions available, with the 
entire detective staff on tip-toe, with the uniformed police doing extra duty, all 
to no apparent end, was calculated to increase the uneasiness of al! St. Louis 
women. 

Added to the pain, embarrassment and dread of those stabbed, has been 
the discomfiture of numerous summonses to Four Courts; where they have 
been called upon to look over suspects. These cails have come at all hours of 
the day and night, and tn the case of Miss Martin have been the cause 
threatened physical breakdown. 

Miss Martin was stabbed while passing the Century Building at Ninth ang 
Olive streets. She proved herself a heroine a few minutes later in a Sub- 
urban car which she had boarded, still unaware that she had been stabbed in 
the hip. 7 

She occupied a seat with Miss Mary Tillay, who hac been stabbed 
and was just beginning to feel faint. Miss Tillay confided in Miss Martin ang 
the latter, recalling a similar jolt given her by a man whe rushed past her, 
found that she, too, had beén stabbed. Miss Martin then declined to have her 
injuries attended to until Miss Tillay had received attention. 

“Jt is a reile? to know that the man has been placed where he can no 
longer harm anyone,’ safd Miss Martin yesterday. ‘‘It does seem, however, 
that he !s a case for asylum treatment rather than incarceration in a Jail. I 
have always felt that the man was insane.” 

Later in the day, when the reaction from the nervous tension 
Miss Martin was compelled to quit wo rk and go to her home.

Brady said repeatedly that he had never cut liis wife with scissors or a 
knife, that he had never struck her nor done her any personaf injury, 

Brady is a switch engineer in the Mound Street yards of the Wiggins Fer- 
ry Co, He is of small stature, muscular, with a thin, dark face and bright 
brown’ At the yards he is known as a good workman. 

- “Somebody must have put her up tO saying that,’” Brady exclaimed when 
told of his wife’s statement. “She’s trying to shield the boy. If the boy dia 
what he says he did he deserves all that’s coming to him. His mother, may 
try to shield him, but I won't. » 
“I haven’t any explanation to make of the acts. ji don’t know any 
more than anyone else what cansed him to do the stabbing. 

“You understand I don’t deny that 1 quarreled with my wife. We wrangled 
often—it won't look well on paper to say #0, but it’s best to have everything 
cleat. The chjef cause of the trouble Was the way she raised the children. 
Often when I would come in from work at night I would ask where one of the 
children was and didn't got a satisfactory answer. All fhose quarrels, you 
see, happened long after John was born.

WITNESS ACTS STRANGE

Fear That Disaaster Has Af- 
fected Mind of One 
Survivor, 


SHATTLE, Wash., Feb. 10,—Testi- 


mony offered today by Frank B. Con- 
nors, a survivor of the wrecked steam- 
ship Valencia, before the marine inspec- 
tors became so strange at times, inter- 
spersed with mixed contradictory state- 
ments on points testified to by other 
witnesses, that it is feared the awful 
experience incident to the disaster and 
the subsequent suffering have so af- 
fected Connors’ mind that he cannot re- 
member distinctly, 

While testifying regarding his actions 
during the time when the vessel was 
lying on the rocks and after the boats 
had been sent away early Tuesday 
morning, in reply to a query as to how 
he camé to be aboard the life raft, 
Connors stated that he was thrown to 
the deck of the Valericia as a reseult of 
the main topmast hei carried away, 
and on striking the deck a big sea car- 
ried him over the side on to the raft. 

Motioned Them to Board Raft. 

The witness said that Capt. Johnson 
told those on the vessel to get aboard 
the rafts. He stated that he saw the 
master wave his arm and shout to those 
~ e vessie’s deck to get aboard his 
ra 

The passengers refused to go and 
hung, thus corroborating other testt- 
mony previously introduced, showing 
that the passengers apparently pre- 
ferred to remain on the vessel rather 
than trust themselves to the mercy of 
the wind and sea.

Over 400 
checks, none of which exceeded $100 in 
amount, have turned up. It was a gen- 
eral “‘cleanout’’ along the line of bus- 
iness men who make a practice of cash- 
ing the Steel company’s checks. 

A copy of a genuine check had been 
obtained by the conspirators and the 
date, name of employe and age taken 
out with acid. It was then photo- 
graphed and several hundred repro- 
duced. On each production the name 
of an employe was typewritten as in 
the genuine, and the date and amount 
inserted in the same way. The signa- 
ture of the steel company treasurer and 
a photograph were so like the original 
that riage als pronounced several of the 
forged checks genuine.

He had toid a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that at the time of their separation he 
and his wife were living on Keokuk 
street.

EXETER, N. H., Feb. 10.—After 


blowing open a safe in a large shoe 
factory at Dover last night and plun- 
dering it of its contents, two robbers 
shot and killed an Italian on the St. 
John's and Boston Bxpress early to- 
day at Rockingham Junction. Leaping 
over the body, they jumped off the 
train and escaped into the thick woods 
lining the Boston & Maine tracks. 
Posses from Exeter, Dover and Ports- 
mouth were soon on the trail of the 
desperadoes, whose flight was seri- 





ously hindered by the eight-inch snow- 


fall of yesterday. One of the men was 
captured after a chase of many miles 
He was caught 
in the town of Northampton. The oth- 
er robber kept up a running fight with 
the armed posses for three hours lon- 
ger, but finally was forced to drop his 
gun and surrender four miles from 
where his comrade had been captured. 

The robbers had used a heavy charge 
of nitro-glycerin to blow open the 
safe, and the second man had in his 
pockets two pint bottles filled with the 
explosive, besides a large number of 
cartridges for the four revolvérs they 
carried. The first man captured; was 
identified by the police as Joseph 
Gouin of ‘Dover, the other is not yet 
identified. He refuses to tell the po- 
lice who he Is. 

Explosion Arouses Town. 

The explosive was of such terrific 
force that it wrecked the part of the 
factory in which the big steel box 
stood. The robbers got $15 In cash and 
several large cheeks that were to have 
been converted into money today to 
pay off the men in the factory. The 
concussion broke. a lot of windows in 
houses in the neighborhood and 
aroused the entire town. 

The Dover police got on, the robbers’ 
trail, and just as the ex rolled out 
of town they saw the two men jump 
aboard. A telegram was sent to Rock- 
ingham Junction, the first stop, warni 
the conductor, Howard A. ves, 
asking him to arrest and hold them. 

The description of the two men 
the telegram fitted to a dot two men. 
from whom the conductor had connect- 
ed cash fares just after pete Dover. 
They were seated in the smoking car 
with a dozen other passengers. Reeves 
entered the car from the rear and 
started toward the two robbers. They 
were on the lookout for him. Jumping 
to their feet and whirling on him, one 
of the men covered Reeves with his re- 
volver and yelled: “Hold up your 
hands, everybody. The first man that 
moves will get a bullet through him.” 

Italian Tries to Run. 

All the passengers except the Italian 
obeyed in a jiffy, and the conductor 
stopped and put up his hands with 
the rest. But the Italian jumped up 
and ran for the front of the car. In- 
stantly there was a shot from one of 
the robbers and then three more in 
utes succession. The Italian fell just 
as he reached the door. The despera- 
does backed away from the conductor 
with their oe leveled down the car, 
so that passengers were In 
range.

State’s Hardest Task Is Con- 
necting Defendant With 
Cudahy Crime. 


OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 10.—Much of the 
testimony in the trial of Pat Crowe to- 
day was directed toward proving that, 
under the name Johnson, the defendant 
purchased a pony alleged to have been 
used by the kidnapers of Eddle Cudahy 
and rented the cottage in the suburbs 
of the city where the boy was kept 
pending the payment of his ransoin. 

Several persons identified Crowe as 
aman they had seen about the time of 
the kidnuping with Callahan, who, at 
a former trial, was identified by Eddie 
Cudahy as one of the kidnapers, 

Others identified photographs of 
Crowe taken about the time of the kid- 
naping. Crowe’s appearance is said to 
have greatly changed in the last five 
years. 

Connecting Crowe With Crime. 

The connecting of Crowe with the kid- 
naping is proving to be the hardest 
iask of the prosecution. 

The State has easily shown that a 
kidnaping occurred and that the bag 
of gold was left beside a lonely country 
road at midnight, but the trouble has 
been to connect Crowe firmly with the 
case. Although the State has brought 
out a finely laid plot, Crowe has not 
been unavoidably injected into that plot. 
The fact that the boy was kidnaped at 
night and was immediately blindfo!ded, 
being kept in that condition throughout 
his captivity, and that his kidnapers 
also remained masked during the whole 
time, has so far prevented any positive 
identification of Crowe. 

All letters which were written during 
the time young Cudahy was being held 
were returned to the kidnapers in the 
bag with the gold. Everybody says 
Crowe planned and engineered the deal 
and Crowe has many times acknowl- 
edged these facts, but never under oath, 
but the State is now having grave 
trouble connecting Crowe with the 
crime. Some of the main witnesses 
have been heard already, but Crowe yet 
stands perfectly clear. 

Statute of Limitations. 

From testimony adduced this morn- 
ing;, a strong point of the defense wifl] 
be to apply the statute of limitations 
to the crime, claiming that even if 
Crowe is guilty, he has been no fugi- 
tive from the State, but has _ been 
around the streets of Omaha often, has 
been at prominent hotels here and was 
not arrested at that time. A number 
of relatively unimportant witnesses tes- 
tified this morning, all being in the line 
of the State's effort to connect Crowe 
with the kidnaping. 

EK. A. Cidahy and Eddie Cudahy are 
both interested spectators, and both si- 
lently sit a few feet from Crowe, whom 
they both eye intently at times. Crowe 
himself continues to take great inter- 
est in the trial, and*is the center of 
attraction to the crowd of women who 
are present at the trial.

CUNTUSING SHAPE 


In Its Present Form Different 
Propositions Are Identified 
Only by Numbers. - 


If the free bridge bond issue bill 
passes in the shape it is to be reported 
to the House of Delegates by the Ways 
ang Means Committee Tuesday evening, 
the different propositions to be voted 
on separately will not have anything to 
identify them except numbers. 

The bill as originally prepared by City 
Counsellor Bates was open to the samme 
objection. 


As soon as it reached the Ways and 
Means Committee of the Council, Chair- 
man Hitchcock and the members decided 
that the section would never do, as it 
did not provide for printung the balicts 
in a manner to adequately inform the 
voters what they were voting on.

BLOWS FOR DOLAN 


National Vice-President Lewis 
Warns Indignant Miners 
of Court's Injunction. 








FELLERS’ REPORT FORCED 





President of Pittsburg District 
Compels Action Which Com- 
pletes His Re-Election. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 10.—‘‘I hope 
our people will not do anything to ren- 
der them amenable to the law. Gentle- 
men, remember where and who you 
are,”’ 

This statement, coming in the loud, 
clear tones of National Vice-President 
Thomas Lewis, on tne floor of the Pitts- 


burg convention of United Mine Work- 
ers at 4:4 this afternoon, checked what 
threatened to be an open riot. President 
Fairick Dolan of the local district, had 
just forced through the report of the 
tellers from the last election of district 
officers, which declared himself re- 
elected president for.the year beginning 
April 1 next, and also the re-election of 
his trusted lieutenants, Uriah Belling- 
ham as vice-president, and Wiiliam 
ipa as secretary of the Pittsburg dis- 
trict. 

Never was there a wilder scene than 
that which followed the election board's 
report, and never was impending riot 
checked more completely than by the 
calm, even tones of Vice-President 
Lewis, who seemed to be the first to 
realize the approach of real _ trouble. 
At his call angry delegates who had 
started for the desk with clenched fists 
slipped back into their seats and but 
two men remained standing for the min- 
ute. One was President Dolan, who, 
erect, with gavel in hand, seemed to bid 
deflance, ang at the other hand, Vice- 
President Lewis, smiling and confident. 

The formal announcement of the re- 
election of Dolan and his people has 
been what the enemies of the local 
leader have been seeking to preven! 
and it was in the face of the most bit- 
ter opposition that Dolan this after- 


j noon foreed the reading of the election 


tellers’ report. 
Dolan Gains Points. 

The situation as it now is means that 
Dolan, the enemy of Mitchell, has been 
elected to serve until April 1, 19°7. as 
head of the miners of the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, and that he has gaired at lieast 
several more points in his fight. It also 
gives Dolan an additional standing in 
court, where he has gone with injunc- 
tion proceedings against the delegates 
It required the action of the tellers to- 
day to clinch his re-election and he 
forced the issue. 

The miners this morning went into 
court with Attorney W. J. Brennan to 
fight Dolan’s injunction proceedings. In 
open convention Dolan defied Mitchell's 
instructions that the miners should, at 
their own expense provide the attorney. 
He said not a cent of the district’s mon. 
ey should go for that. It is understood 
that Brennan, who is a noted attorney, 
accepted the case without fee. He asked 
the court to postpone the hearing on 
Dolan’s case until Wednesday, which 
was done. 


MITCHELL BOUND FOR 
GOTHAM TELLS PLANS.

INDTANA POTTS, Ind., Feb. 10.— 
President Mitchell left for New York 
tonight. Asked if he would establish 
a mine workers’ hearquarters there, 
he said: ‘‘Well, yes, in the sense that 
my kotel will be a sort of a meeting 
place for the mining men. 

Asked if he would. go én to Philadel- 
phia, he answered: “I have made no 
plans which include a visit there, but 
you must understand my arrangements 
are always contingent on what may 
arise.”’ 

He said that he had formulated no 
plans that might not be changed at any 
time, that he had made no arrange- 
ments to stop at Pittsburg, or to see 
President Roosevelt or to confer with 
the presidents of the coal-carrying 
roads, or with J.  Pierront Morg’n or 
any prominent Wall street men in re- 
gard to strike settlement.

SCREAMS ADJOURN TRIAL 





Baby in Accused Woman’s 
Arms Collapses and Physi- 
cians Are Summoned. 


RICHMOND, Mo., Feb. 10.—Judge 
John Cross for the prosecution in the 
case Of Mrs, Ida Perdue, on trial on a 
charge of murdering her husband, made 
the announcement to the Court toda) 
that the State would probably dismiss 
the murder charge against Han ‘Tan- 
ner and call him to testify against his 
sister. Tanner was at the house on the 
night of the Killing. 

The courtroom was thrown into great 
excitement about noon today by a wiid 
scream from the defendant, who was 
seated in the prisoner's chair holding 
in her arms her young baby sun, kuan- 
mett Perdue Jr. 

The mother’s scream had been caused 
by the suauen coiiapee of the Chiia on 
her arms. He had grown suddenly pale 
and then fainted dead away. 

The mother’s first scream was fol- 
lowed by others in quick, ear- -p.ercing 
succession as she laid the child on the 
counsel table and tried to revive it. 

Judge Alexander hastily adjourned 
court and a physician was summoned, 
who treated the child and ordered it 
taken to the hotel. The doctor declared 
that the child's condition was due 
either to an excessive indulgence 
fruit and candy or to chewing an in- 
delible pencil with which it had been 
playing. 

Mrs. Perdue to Testify. 


Judge Frank P. Divelbiss for the de- 
fense announced that Mrs. Perdue 
would testify in her — in case 
they thought proper. 
and at the preliminary Mrs. Perdue 
made no statement. At no time has she 
spoken of the events of the fatal night. 

Prosecutor A. P. Hamilton in his open- 
ing statement declared that he would 
prove that Helen, the eldest daughter, 
was born six months after Dr. Emmet 
Perdue and Ida Tanner were married. 

Mrs. Marion Leakey, mother of Mrs. 
Perdue, was ce'led as the State's wit- 
ness against 1s: daughter. She spoke 
guardedly and answered in short neg- 


ative sentences. 
Mrs. Leakey testified that she was 


asleep when the fatal shot was fired, 
a'so that after the shot was fired she 
found Han Tanner, her son, asleep. She 
did not talk with her daughter after the 
was fired, and had not seen her 
after retiring until after coming to con- 
sciousness out of a faint in which she 
had fallen. She found Mrs. Perdue in 
her night clothes. 


Shot Dead in Bed,

and her brother, Hannibal, were charged 
jointly with the killing, but obtained a

Dr. Perdue and his wife located at En- 
campment, Wyo. They had three chil- 
dren, Helen, Theresa and Emmett Jr. 


Mrs. Perdue tired of the wild life of | 


the mining camps, left her husband and 
returned ,* Missouri in 1903. No dl- 
vorce was applied for. 

During the first week in January, 
15. ke came back to Missouri with his 
children, saying that he would leave 
them with his Bay County relatives. He 
came on to Orrick, Mo., and later vis- 
iteq his wife for several days at the 
Leakey ‘Shouse on the hill,”’ three miles 
southwest of Richmond. Jan. 17 he told 
his brother that he and his wife had 
bheeome reconciled and that the united 
family would leave next day for their 
Wyoming home. 

Peace Warrant Issued. 

During that night a warrant was 
sworn out here for Dr. Perdue’s arrest 
on the charge of disturbing the peace of 
the Leakey family, where he was stop- 
ping The peace warrant was not served 
that night. 

Late in the night of Jan. 17 a pistol 
shet was heard in the west room of the 
Leakey mansion, in which Dr. Perdue 
and his little daughter, Theresa, had re- 
tired. 

Neighbors were summoned. Dr. Pér- 
due was found dead with a bullet hole 
in his head. Within a few inches of his 
feet lay the pretty, brown-eyed little 
daughter fast asleep. From that hour 
to this the care has been a mystery— 
not one incident has ever been told of 
that night’s happenings.

city crowds, which visit the park on 
Sundays and holidays, as well as for 
visitors from all parts of the_coun- 
try. 

As made public in a report of over one 
hundred and eighty pages, edited by 
Prof. Halsey C. Ives, the original de- 
sign of the Art Museum has been re- 


defined to suit the larger scope of New! 


St. Louis. The Art Hill of the future 
is to become ‘‘an artistic center for the 
Southwest and the seat of a wide edu- 
cational work"”’ in the country, of which 
St. Louis is a trade center, while the 
new museum is to be the great local 
attraction for city crowds who escape 
from work for an afternoon’s enjoyment 
in the park. 

The collection already in the museum 
building, presented by the late Wayman 
Crow, is much more extensive and valu- 
able than that inherited from the 
World's Fair as a collection for a public 
museum. The next ten years at least 
would be required to get together an 
approach to such a collection as the 
Crow foundation, and various gifts since 
Mr. Crow’s death have added to the 
facilities of Washington Untversity for 
educating its own pupils, and the public, 
which on Fridays, Saturdays and Sun- 
days has always been admitted free of 
charge to the Art Museum in all its de- 
partments. 


Sculpture Collection. 


Besides its valuable collection of 
paintings, representing the principal 
schools of modern art in Europe and 
America, the Museum contains a col- 
lection complete enough to illustrate 
the whole development of classical 
sculpture and to enable its influences to 
be traced continuously through the Mid- 
dle Ages down to the present. It also 
contains a collection of reproductions 
of the most celebrated works of the 
gold and silversmiths and bronzework- 
ers of the periods when these arts were 
at their highest. Among other compar- 
atively recent additions to these are col- 
lections exhibiting the masterpieces of 
printing and book binding. 

The Art Museum, as originally pre- 
sented by Wayman Crow, cost $143.000. 
Improvements since added cost $55,500 
for land and buildings. 

The increase in the value of real estate 
makes the land on which the museum 
building stands worth now considerably 
more than the original cost of the build- 
ing. It is estimated at $160,000 and the 
Value of the Museum’s collection is 
placed at $250,000, exclusive of the Par- 
sons collection and the collection of mo- 
saics presented by Adolphus Busch. 


Assets Now $853,000. 

An original endowment of $25,000 has 
been increased by gifts and bequests 
from Mr. Parsons and others to $143,000, 
and after footing up its present net as- 
sets, its friends find that they reach the 
gratifying total of $853,000. The value 
of private collections of which the 
Museum has been made custodian raises 
this total to over $1,000,000. The figures 
are significant in showing that the Art 
Museum did not come empty-handed 
when it applied for a place on Art Hill

It might be possible to make Art Hill 
the location of an art museum which 
would give “an art message to the 
wold” in final results without comply- 
ing with the plans now outlined. 

Under these plans what is required is 
‘‘not only art museums in America but 
American art museums” whose message 
‘‘will be a national message’’ expressing 
the American mind as it differs from 
the mind of any other country. 

Under the plans proposed for the 
enlargement of the present Art palace, 
two corridors will lead South from 
the present building with a garden 
between them. South of the garden 
the Hall of Architecture will be con- 
nected with the main building by 
these corridors which continue be- 
yond it, enclosing library, reading 
room, reception hall and other 
chambers with a tranverse’ corridor 
leading to a large auditorium. Be- 
sides this auditorium, there will be 
smaller lecture hall. "he garden will 
be used to exhibit works of sculpture, 
for which it will bea suitable setting, 
while at the same time it will ensure 
a better light for the galleries. 

Perhaps all this will be fully real- 
ized, at least in time for the complete 
restoration of the park of which Art 
Hill is intended to be the greatest at- 
traction, as it will remain the monu- 
ment of the work St. Louis did dur- 
ing its World's Fair period.

He said that the danger from milk and 
flesh had been greatly overrated. If 
the flesh be cooked and the milk boiled 
or sterilized there is no danger.

The bodies of human 
eings should be strengthened against 
tuberculosis by nutritious food, sanitary 
dwellings, air, light, and warmth. The 

Government Should come to our aid by 
effective laws for meat inspection and 
for the control of dairies. Enough, he 
thinks, has been done in the erection 
of sanitoria for patients in the initia! 
stages of consumption, and more should 
be done for those in advanced stages. 
Every law or measure calculated to 
make bread and meat dearer aSsists the 
spread of tuberculosis, and every meas 
ure which cheapens these necessaries of 
life is a blow struck at this terrible 
disease. Prof. Orth warned his hearers 
against placing too much confidence in 
the reports about discoveries of a meth- 
od of combating tuberculosis.

FORT WORTH, Tex., Feb. 10.—Sptrit- 
ed discussion is rife in Texas Weather 
Bureau circles concerning the remarka- 
ble climatic changes now prevailing in 
the heretofore arid Trans-Pecos coun- 
try, and which began to be noticeably 
evident about eighteen months ago, an 
which promises to revolutionize the sea- 
sons of that territory lying to the west 
of the rain belt. 

There are numerous explanations and 
among these are two which are really

Regarding the second explanation it 
oubtful if so small a body of water 
as the Salton Sea would exert an ap- 
preciable influence on the climate at

D. Lane, local weather observer for the 
Government, who @oes not believe the 
formation of the Salton Sea in the 
Southern California desert has had 
anything to do with existing conditions. 
Hie says: 

“Tf the weather should continue to 
be unusually wet in this section and | 
California for several years we might | 
beileve that the Salton Sea had some- 
thing to do with it, but I am inclined 
to believe that our recent wet spells 
were due simply to a freak of the 
weather, and that we are just as liable 
in a year or so to have as much ex- 
tremely dry weather as we are now hav- 
ing of unusually wet weather.’ 

He says that while the storms had | 
been generally entering the United) 
States from the Northwest, up to the!

The resolution about which the storm 
centered was introduced by L. D. Irvine. 
It read: 


Mr. Irvine’s Resolution. 


“Resolved, That the constituent del- 
egates ‘of the Joint Free Bridge Com- 
mittee be, and are hereby instructed to 
report ‘on the question as to the unit 
vote to their respective bodies for final 


instructions as to the position such de}- 
egates shall now assume in view of the 
attitude of the City Counselor. and 
House of Delegates on the reamended 
bond issue.’

In explaining the motives behind his 
resolution Mr. Irvine stated that the 
unit vote supporters on the Joint Com- 
mittee were now occupying a position 
before the public of waging a fight that 
even should they win it, they would be 
up against a stone wall in the House of 
Delegates and the unfavorable opinion 
of the city’s legal adviser.

BPdward McCullen secured recognition 
in the avalanche of discussion stirred 
up by the resolution and announced 
with deep regret that he felt the psy- 
cological moment in the life of the com- 
mission had been hurtted to the fore. 
Following a statement that he firmiy 
believed that tt would be the death Knell 
of the Joint Committee to pass the Ir- 
vine resolution and Ziebold amendment, 
he moved that they be tabled. It would 
take two months, he said, to secure fur- 
ther or renewed instructions from con- 
stituents, and there could be no serious 
regsilts should the Irvine resolution be 
laid over for at least a week. 

‘ On a vote of ayes and nays Chair- 
man Kingsland announced that the ayes 
had it and ordered the Irvine resolution 
to be tabled. <A roll call vote was de- 
manded and it was found that the ayes 
had carried the day by a vote of 10 to 8. 

As Benjamin Westhus arose to ask 
what the committee intended to do if 
the unit vote forces continued to main- 
tain the upper hand, Mr. Kingsland de- 
clared the meeting adjourned, and Mr, 
Westhus was unanswered.

The building as now proposed, it is 
stated, will be ten or twelve stories in 
height, covering the entire site. The 
construction will be strictly fireproof. 
It is understood that it will be given 
over to financial and brokerage con- 
cerns. The site, across Fourth street 
from the Planters Hotel, adjoining the 
Merchants’ Exchange on the west and 
in the center of the financial district, is 
most advantageously located for a 
building of this character. 

The deal is not a new one to realty 
ao, tageere It has been brewing for over 
two years, but because of the multiplic- 
ity of ownerships, progress has been 
delayed. 

The terms of the lease could not be 
learned, but a rental of 5 per cent on 
a valutation of $500,000, or $25,000, was 
originally proposed. 

Lease Not Renewed. 

A year ago Chas. G. Gates & Co., 
through the agency of Albert T. Terry 
& Co., took the Mechanics’ Bank lease 
of the northeast corner of Fourth and 
Pine streets, expiring March 1 of this 
year. At the Terry agency yesterday 
it was stated that Gates & Co. are again 
in the market. The Allen estate,’ owner 
of the corner, it was explained, had 
declined to renew the lease, which gives 
color to the story of the new building 
project.
